D. Dow, of Sedalia, as a ssistant secre­ 
tary.

delegate from each county w as

and ord er of business and perm anent 


organization com m ittees. 
. A fter the com m ittees had retired, 
Hon. Thos.

President Rouse has been on a tour 
of inspection in Texas, Oklahoma and 
Indian territory since March 21, and 
will be at Parsons, Kas., on the 7th 
inst. to attend the annual meeting of 
the stockholders. 
He will stop over 
in Sedalia after the Parsons meeting, 
on his way to his headquarters in New 
York, and it is believed that he will 
then give instructions to proceed with 
the improvements needed here. 
A number of new cars have been 
ordered by the Katy in anticipation 
of a big W orld's Pair business, and it 
is expected that all of them will be 
delivered here before the last of the 
month, viz.: Twenty-one coaches, five 
combination coach and baggage cars, 
thirteen chair cars, seven coach and 
mail cars and ten baggage cars.

Mrs. Font Meriwether, who left Se­ 
daiia the latter part of January for a 
tAur of the Holy land, in company 
with a party of Americans, has writ­ 
ten the following letter to her Sun­ 
day school class of the First Christian 
church of this city, and the Democrat 
is kindly permitted to give it public­ 
ity. Mrs. Meriwether writes most en­ 
tertainingly, and her missive, as fol­ 
lows, will no doubt be perused with 
interest ay Democrax *c-uei^: 
Cairo, Egypt, Feb. 21, li# u4—Sunday 
School Class No. 14. My Dear Friends 
—Most of you are still young enough, 
I fancy, to 
remember 
the Mother 
Goose story of the old weman who 
went to m arket to sell her eggs, but 
went to sleep by the way-side, and 
was relieved of a portion of her nether 
garm ents by the rag peddler. 
You 
may also recall her cry of distress 
upon awakening— 
‘T aw’s have mercy on me, 
Can this be I, 
If it be I, as I hope it be 
I have a little dog at home. 
And he’ll know me.” 
I have very much more sympathy 
for that poor little woman now than 
ever before, for I really need some 
such Indisputable identification here 
in old Egypt to convince me this is 
really the same Mrs. Meriwether who 
told you good bye four weeks ago to­ 
day. 
Of our delightful sea voyage and 
safe harboring at Alex andria, you will 
have already heard from Mr. Meri­ 
wether, before this reaches you, so I 
am going to confine my lettei to our 
week in Egypt. You can not imagine 
scenes and sights more different in 
all the world than those of our quiet 
Sunday the day I left, and the things 
I have seen this busy Sunday in old 
Cairo. 
LAndscape, coloring, houses, streets, 
costumes, 
vehicles, 
animals birds, 
children, wedding festival processions, 
funerals, street cries, peddlers, beg­ 
gars, police, soldiers, carriages, cam­ 
els, donkeys, dogs, all seem to have 
come straight out of wonderland, and 
I would not be the least surprised to 
find dumb things possessing the pow­ 
er of speach much more intelligible 
ban the language I have heard all 
around me today. 
This afternoon a few of us went 
down to the Continental hotel and sat 
on the terrace quite a while, just to 
watch the crowds pass by. 
This has 
been some kind of a gala day here, 
and the streets would remind you of 
a circus day at home. 
Opposite the 
hotel is the Ezoekiyeh garden, and 
there was a balloon ascension, and dog 
show conducted by one Leonidas, and 
1 venture no American crowd was 
ever more interested in Barnum & 
Bailey’s circus procession. 
W ith one sweep of my. panoram- 
Kodak, had I had it with me, I could 
have sent you a picture of a swell 
tallyho; a camel, with a huge load of 
stone; a small donkey, almost com­ 
pletely hidden under a load of green 
alfalfa; a carriage with masked merry­ 
makers; an automobile; a woman in 
native costume, veiled, with a small 
child sitting astride her shoulder, and 
almost toucning shoulders with her;

throe or four years—^the ex cuse, no 
doubt for the mother’s desire to “see 
the circus;” venders of feather fans, 
post cards and scarabs; a man with 
a monkey; several British soldiers in 
rod coats; a group of English women 
in soft felt hats, straight coats and 
Riiort walking skirts and our own lit­ 
tle party of six , quite the best looking 
of the whole outfit I thought, and you 
know how unbiased I always am In 
my judgments. 
This morning we attended service 
at the Scotch Presbyterian church, 
and it was sweet to sing the hymns of 
the service and join in the worship of 
our Master with those of our own 
tongue. At 6 this afternoon we went 
to the American churcn, where Dr. 
W illett conducted the services. 
It is 
needless for me to say we had a most 
ex cellent sermon. 
I am too busy to be homesick, but I 
wish many times that I might have 
all of “my boys and girls” here, and 
that you might enjoy with me the 
study of these places in Egypt which 
had so large an influence on the life 
and character of the Old Testament. 
On last Thursday, we drove out to 
Heliopolis; the one of the bible, and 
I thought how pleasant and profitable 
our studies of Joseph and Moses would 
have been in the shadow of the very 
obelisk their eyes bad oeheld. 
How­ 
ever, I should not enjoy Egypt as a 
permanent class room, unless I might 
bring with me a guard of police to 
drive off the dirty, ragged swarms of 
children with their persistant appeals 
for bakshish. 
We have seen many other px aces of 
interest—the tombs of the Mamelukes, 
the story of w'hose dramatic massacre 
was told with great gusto by our guide, 
w'hen later we visited the great white 
alabaster mosque of Mohammed Ali, 
where the 
deed 
was done. 
This 
mosque stands in the citadel, or for-, 
tress, from w'hich we had a magnifi­ 
cent view’ of Cairo, and saw the sun 
set behind the pyramids 
of 
Gizeh. 
One of the glories of Egypt is the 
transfiguration that comes jver the 
landscape in the after-glow of sunset. 
As w’e drove down from the citadel, 
the sky changed from a rich orange 
to a delicate rose, and we saw the new 
moon, a slender white thread of a 
crescent “under the first white star. 
I thought of my dear little tots, who 
would, a few hours later, look at the 
“same new moon” in the cold blue- 
grey sky of a February evening, and 
send a message back to me. 
On Thursday evening, most of the 
party went to Kamak and Lux or for 


% two days’ trip, returning this morn­ 
ing at 8 o’clock. 
Several of us re­ 
mained here, fearing the trip, which 
is a very hard one, would prove too 
much for us. Meantime we spent the 
time visiting old Cairo, the Isle of 
Rhodes, the museum and bazars. 
To­ 
morrow we will go to the pyramids 
and tombs of Sakkara, the site of 
ancient Memphis. None of us, I am 
sure, will fail to join in the singing of 
“America” in celebration of Washing­ 
ton’s birthday. 
One of the most de­ 
lightful features of our trip, second 
only to the 
lectures, 
has been the 
singing. There are many good voices 
in the crowd, and we find “the songs 
of Zion” sweet, indeed, when sung in 
this strange land. 
I have many more things of which 
I might write you, but it is already 
late, and we must start quite early 
tomorrow morning. 
I 
pray always 
that God may keep each of you well 
and strong, and that not one face may 
be missing when we meet again. 
Do 
not forget your promise to pray each 
day for 
me, 
for “More things are 
wrought by prayer than this world 
dreams of.” 
W ith the knowledge of your peti­ 
tions, and the feeling of security be­ 
cause “the eternal God is our refuge, 
and underneath are the everlasting 
arms,” I am sure no ill can betide me.

The residents of this city, includ­ 
ing the loyal men and women who 
used their best efforts to secure the 
location of the Missouri Pacific rail­ 
way company’s general shops at Se- 
dalia, as yet do not fully realize the 
importance and greatness of the stu­ 
pendous enterprise, which will within 
a few years nearly, if not quite, dou­ 
ble the city’s present population. 
Very few people have a clear idea 
of the proposed location of the shops, 
and still a fewer number have an ac­ 
curate idea of the ex tent of the terri­ 
tory required for the shop buildings 
and the great length of trackage which 
will be required. 
Representative.^ of 
the Demoiuat 
risite<l the shops site Friday after­ 
noon, where they found W. R. Jour­ 
ney, assistant to Civil Engineer W. 
H. Bush, and a corps of surveyors ac­ 
tively engaged in establishing 
the 
lines bounding the shops site. 
Engineer Journey stated that the 
survey had progressed sufficiently to 
secure 
an 
outline of the work in 
' hand, and he ex pected to have a skele- 
^ton map completed before he con­ 
cluded the day’s work. It wdll requir.'', 
he said, another week of surveying 
to establish the cross sections, and, 
after the sites of the several shops 
have b een fully decided upon, it will 
be an easy m atter to estim ate the ex ­ 
act amount of grading which will have 
to be done before the foundation work 
can be commenced. 
The tract of land upon which the 
shops are to be constpueleil ex teAds 
east and west, north of the Missouri 
Pacific tracks, from the “Old Stock 
Yards” road to the Boonville road, 
near the M., K. & T. tracks. 
The 
“Old Stock Yards” road is east of the 
Missouri Pacific stock yards and is 
a 
private 
road 
running from the 
Smlthton road, at the McVey school 
house northwards 
past 
the W. H. 
McVey homestead and the residence 
of J. C. Williams, former sheriff of 
Pettis county, both places being on 
the east side of the cross road. 
This private road is on the line of 
section No. 2 and forms the eastern 
boundary of the shop grounds, being 
ex actly 11,500 feet east of the center 
of the Missouri Pacific passenger de­ 
pot in this city. The west line of the 
shop 
sites, 
as 
previously 
stated, 
touches the Boonville road and stops 
Just east of the present city limits, 
^ ^ ea r the M., K. & T. railway track. 
The site for the shops is located on 
a handsome stretch of prairie land, 
slightly undulating, with the best of 
drainage northw^ards in the direction 
o f Fischer’s lake, which is, however, 
lo ca ted to the northward at the ex ­ 
treme w est end of the location. 
The principal shops will be erected 
o n the eastern division of the shops 
site, those on the ex treme east end 
being located within 400 feet of the 
"Old Stock Yards” road. 
The main buildings will be more 
tha n 4 0 per cent larger than the Bar­ 
ing Cross shops, but the ex act space 
which they will fill will be determined 
later on. 


1 the several shops may materially al­ 
ter the original plans regarding the 
present site map, although It will not 
increase or decrease the area of the 
land donated by Redalia for shop pur- 
pObCifi. 


The new shop grounds are 4,150 
Teel long, running east and west from 
the “Old RtiK'k Yards” road to near 
the Katy tracks and 1.200 feet wide 
north and south between the Missouri 
!*acific tracks and the land parallel 
vviTh the Fischer lake property and the 
Boonville road. 


The location of the shops so far to 
he eai.t Is made to give ampie room 
in the west end of the site for mate­ 
rial tracks, shop tracks, rip tracks, 
supply houses, storage 
tracks 
and 
scores of smaller structures which will 
have to be built as aux iliaries to the 
big institution. 
The plans of the engineers in charge 
is to locate the main shops just as 
far as possible to the eastward in 
order to have plenty of operating room 
for ingress and egress to the shops 
tiuin the west for al! ie‘i*<*.'.sary pur­ 
poses. 
Huudiuus of people will no doubt 
visit the site of the new shops today. 
Tnere are three wa>s of reaching the 
site in vehicles. One is by the Boon­ 
ville road, which passes Fischer’» lake 
crosses the “Old Stock Yards”
